ANOTHER OROP SEASON IS ENDED in Canada and the products of 
the farms have been marketed or put in storage to be sold later or to be 
used by the farmers themselves. At this time we are once more reminded 
of the important part which transportation plays in the distribution and 
marketing of agricultural products. Distances are great in Canada, and 
differencés in soil and climate give rise to a wide variety in the type of 
crops grown in different parts of the country. Fruits and vegetables grown 
in British Columbia are marketed in pe Prairie Provinces, while surplus 
grain and livestock from the Prairiesare distributed in British Columbia 
and in the East. 


In a booklet issued recently by the Dominion Depart- 
Trucks And ment ot Agriculture there is an interesting section on 
the importance of transportation in the marketing of 
Cars Used agricultural products, Attention is drawn to the use 
of refrigerator cars, cold storage warehouses and grain elevators “which 
make it possible to market currently-produced products in a fresh condi- 


‘tion to consumers in widely scattered areas, to carry over surpluses to 


periods when supplies are usually short, and to provide adequate storage 
The extensive use of trucks in marketing 
farm products is also discussed. -In 1948 truck licenses and operating costs 
of farm trucks in Canada amounted to $30,813,000, while the costs for 
operating farmers’ cars for business purposes was $34,000,000. These 
figures indicate the importance of trucks and cars to production and mar- 
keting in Canadian agriculture.

Railways are likewise vital to the marketing of 
the crop each year. In 1947 the Canadian rail- 
ways transported nearly 35 million tons of agri- 
Farm Products herbal products, The carrying of grain from 
the. Prairies to the terminals at Port Arthur and Fort William as well as 
to Vancouver and Churchill is one of the greatest undertakings of the rail- 
ways in this connection and each year many thousands of freight cars are 
sent to Western Canada to remove the wheat crop. In 1947, 13 million 
tons of wheat and 8 million tons of other grains were carried by thé rail- 
ways, Inland water transportation is also important in moving products 
from the lakeheads for export, as well as in supplying the Maritime Prov- 
inces and Newfoundland with farm products from other parts Canada. 
The value of efficient transportation services in distributing and marketing 
the crop each year are ‘shown in these facts and figures compiled by the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture.

Going Ahead 


Construction In Bustling | 


|. Flin Flon A Nightmare 


FLIN FLON, Man.—The people of this bustling mining town 
claim the place is like nothing else in the world. They're prob- 
ably right.. The main section of Flin Flon; where older houses 
and most business premises are built, is perched on the hard-rock 
surface of the pre-Cambrian shield. Construction is a nightmare. 


Most basements are above ground|the rock with wooden stairways to 


level. 
Sewer and water pipelines run 
aboye the ground — some of them 


over the heads of pedestrians—in- 
stead of being buried. 

Street lights burn nipht and day. 

If you die in winter, your body 
goes into cold storage for burial in 
the Spring when the ground thaws. 

There are proportionately more 
children of pre-school and school age 
than in any other town of the same 
size in Canada. 


But for all its oddities, Flin Flon 
(on the Saskatchewan-Manitoba bor- 
der 400 miles northwest of ~ Winni- 
‘peg) is going ahead. 

The original above-ground sewer 
and water system was built in 1932 
and gervices what now is only one- 
fifth of the town. Under way in sub- 
urban sections is a program to ex- 
tend these services to the rest. May- 
or Cecil Stevenson said the scheme 
will, cost $1,315,000 “for a starter”. 
Workmen are enjoying the novelty 
of putting pipes underground iin resi- 
dential areas where there is enough 
soil on the hard rock. 
| Hudson Bay Mining’ and Smelting 
Company, lifeblood of the town, is 
paying 55 per cent. of the initial 
cost. 

The Flin Flon terrain is so hilly 
that some houses have a 30 to 50- 
foot difference between back and 
front yards, Others are perched on 


the street. 

Some residents can walk in their 
front door at ground level] and look’ 
out their back door to a street 30 
feet below. 

Stairways are a big part of the 
Flin Flon sidewalk system. One 
winds up a hillside with almost 100 
steps and several: platforms. 

.The boxed-in sewer and water 
pipes, packed with sawdust to pre- 
vent freezing in Flin Flon’s: severe 
winter, are used unofficially as side- 
walks. But sigfs warn residents 
they navigate them ‘at their own 
risk, ‘ : 

Typical of the old location of the 
town is its baseball park. There is 
a natural grandstand—a huge rock 
outcropping at least 100 feet high 
which can accommodate a sizable 
crowd of spectators."

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Tuberculosis—The Disease 

The tubercle bacillus, the germ 
which causes tuberculosis, was dis- 
covered by Robert Koch, a German 
doctor, in 1882, 

Up to that time most ‘people 
considered “consumption,” as it 
was thén called, a hereditary dis- 
ease though there were prominent 
physicians. who had maintained 
that it was an infectious disease 
and should be considered in the 
same category as typhoid, dipther- 
ia, scarlet fever and other com- 
municable diseases. 

When Koch isolated the germ he 
proved conclusively that there 
was no tuberculosis without it. 

Tuberculosis is an infectious dis- 
ease and is spread when persons 
with active, open tuberculosis 
cough germs into the air where 
they are breathed in by others, or 
get germs on eating utensils or 
other articles used by people with 

.tuberculosis. 

Altheugh tuberculosis is an in- 
fectious disease it is rarely con- 
tracted from very brief exposure. 
In the vast majority of. cases the 
disease is contracted by continu- 
ous exposure, such as living, room- 
ing or working witha person who 
has TB without taking the careful 
nrecautions which are used in hos- 
pitals to avoid infectfon. ‘Those 
who live in the same household or 
work close to a person with active 
' TB are in grave danger of get- 
ting the disease. 

Some people have more resis- 
tance to TB than others and the 
resistance of any one person may 
differ from time to time. A rested, 
well nourished body is much more 
resistant than one which is under- 
nourished, or tired out by lack of 

. sleep or illness.° 

TB can attack almost any part 
of the body, but its most frequent 
attack is on the lungs. This is called 
pulmonary TB and it is respon- 
sible for about 85 per cent of all 
TB in Canada.

A ® Dreltivithary digging at a lost city, 
buried under desert sands since the 
time of Christ, has uncovered price- 
less art objects and gives promise of 
filling in important gaps of. history. 

Wendell Phillips, president of the 
American Foundation for the study 
of Man, made that announcement in 
San Francisco in revealing that an 
elaborately equipped scientific expedi- 
tion soon will undertake a thorough 
study of the site. 

The city of Timna, comprising 64 
acres of stone buildings, located in 
the Aden protectorate, southwestern 
Arabia. It was sacked and burned by 
unknown invaders about 50 B.C. 

“We are excited about the pros- 
pects,” said Phillips, leader of the 
expedition, “as we are now down to a 
level where important discoveries 
are anticipated, dating from approxi- 
mately the sixth century B.C. 

“Among our important finds so far 
are two bronze lions, the finest art 
objects yet. discovered in Arabia; a 
lovely translucent alabaster head of 

. & young woman with painted blue 
eyes, dating from the second century 
B.C., and a solid gold necklace show- 
ing remarkable artistic workmanship. 

“Timna lies on. an old spice route 
of biblical days, believed used by the 
Queen of Sheba when she travelled 
to Jerusalem to visit Solomon. : 

“The name Timna appears in the 
Old Testament, as the name of the 
tribe of Horites. It was the capital of 
the ancient kingdom of Qataban.” 

Phillips said that all indications 
pointed to Timna as being peopled by 
a race of great cultural and artistic 
merit, possibly influenced by the 
Mediterranean world. He continued: 

“Walls of many of, the buildings 
have beautiful inscriptions, and 
scholars now are studying our pre- 
liminary discoveries.’ 

Originally seen from the ais Timna 
was inspected by Phillips in 1949, 
after which he organized the first 
scientific expedition to explore that 
part of the world. 

This expedition, which worked last 
February, March and April, employed 
200 Arabs as excavators to clear 
away the top layer of sand and debris 
from the buildings and temples. 

“And this preliminary work,” said 
Phillipps, “gave us hope of making 
discoveries in the future in excess of 
our wildest dreams.” 
~ Funds and eqquipment for the ex- 
pedition were contributed by ‘indi- 
viduals. and corporations interested in 
furthering a non-profit educational 
and scientific study of one of the 
last. great unexplored regions of the 
world.

|Home Quiz" 
\Craze Sweeps 


Vancouver 


VANCOUVER— A mushroom get- 
rich-quick scheme similar to the py- 
ramid clubs of two years ago), has 
swept Vancouver. 

It’s called “home quiz’. Enthusi- 
ast’s say 13 weeks after a person 
joins he can win $2,048, theoretically. 
Actually the pay-off is usually smal- 
ler than that, most of them -being 
about the $1,000 mark. 

Clubs have been set up all over 
Vancouver by housewives, professors, 
doctors, lawyers and many others. 
The craze moved up to Canada’s west 
coast from Seattle, Wash. where 
home quiz clubs have been operating 
for several months, 

City Prosecutor Gordon W. Scott 
said the clubs are illegal under the 
lotteries section of the Criminal Code, 
and raids have been carried out on 
some of the clubs, but no arrests were 
made. Police said thousands of per- 
sons have joined clubs here. 

Mrs, C. K. Barron, a housewife, 
joined after seeing a story in a news- 
paper warning of a police crackdown 
on home quiz clubs, said: 


“It seems to be perfectly legal to 
me. I think they’re just trying to 
scare people. And I want to get in 
on it early because if you’re there first 
usually you can get the money.” 

Most of the winners seem to préfer 
to keep their identity secret, but the 
majority said they put the winnings 
into the bank, One man bought a 
1950 car, while a housewife purchased 
complete new furniture for her home.:

|Seedless Watermelon 


Developed In Japan 


CHICAGO.—-A seedless watermelon 
has been developed in Japan and will 
be put on the American ‘markets next 


spring, a Chicago seed company re-: 


ported. 

Alan Vaughan, an executive of the 
company, said the seedless melon has 
the same size and flavor of the ordi- 
nary variety, but. affords a “pleasant 
experience” for the eater in eliminat- 
ing the seeds. 

The melon is the product of: a 
hybrid seed similar to hybrid corn 
and developed through hand pollina- 
tion in Japan, Vaughan said. He said 
the hybrid seed at present is much 
more expensive than the common 
variety, but that the cost may drop 
if the product is sold widely.

There were 
14,582 diphthéria’ cases with 1,041 
deaths, while polio, which has been 
so dramtically publicized as a child 
killer. and. crippler, showed only 
9,845 cases for that period, with only 
602 deaths. _ 

’ “Tt 4s true that many whooping 
cough sufferers recovered, but of 
those who did not die, many were 
permanently injured by complications 
which sometimes left the victims 
mentally handicapped for life, or with 
some type of chronic pulmonary con- 
dition. There is scarcely need to men- 
tion that dead and injured had not 
been adequately immunized against 
this childhood plague. 

“Take the case of an unimmunized 
10-months-old boy from a suburb of 
one of Canada’s largest cities. In this 
instance failure to immunize, failure 
to call a doctor for two weeks, fail- 
ure of the infant patient to react 
favorably to all known treatment and 
drugs resulted in his death—death 
from convulsions which probably 
would have left the child mentally 
impaired for the rest of his life if 
he hadn't died, 

“Yes, preventive measures — ar- 
ranged for at the proper time by. the 
child’s parents—would have pre- 
vented this family tragedy. In an ef- 
fort to impress on parents that the 
child death-rate can be lowered 
greatly through immunization, the 
Health League of Canada, the na- 
tion’s great Brim ld health educa-|.
